1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claims 1-11, 
13-20 and 22-38: 

Claims 1,14 and 30, an illumination system for portable key device comprises a 
light guiding section having a plurality of side surfaces within the light guiding section 
and a plurality of light escape elements disposed in the light guiding section having a 
plurality of side facets to reflect some portions of the received light between the side 
surfaces and the side facets. 

Claims 2-1 1 and 1 3 are dependent on claim 1 . 

Claim 15-20 and 22-29 are dependent on claim 14. 

Claims 31-38 are dependent on claim 30. 

The limitations discussed above are neither disclosed nor suggested by the prior 
art of record. 

Rudisill [US 5,711,588], Hsu [US 6,561,659] and Parikka [US 6,598,987] disclose 
a light guide with multiple of light reflecting elements for illumination a keyboard of an 
electronic portable device; but none of them discloses or suggest the plurality of side 
surfaces within the light guide to reflect some portions of the received light to propagate 
between the boundaries of the light guide
